(Speotator.) 

-Tho great séa-wave which, after 
cont earthquake. at Peru, swept across the 
‘Pacific to -the-Sandwich Islandé, affords 
frosh illustration of the vital enorgy which 
still pervades the frame of‘ our earth. If 
those théories be ‘sound according to which 
each planet during its extreme youth is as. 
asun glowing with fiery heat, and in éx- 
treme old age.is, like onr moon, cold (save 
where the sun's rays pour upon it) ever to 
its.véry centre, we should regard the-vari- 
ous portions of the middle age of a planet 


‘a8 indicating more or less of vitality accor- | 


ding as the signs’ of internal heat and 
‘activity were greater or less. Assuredly,. 
thus viewing. our earth, we have no reason 
to accept the melancholy doctrine that she 
is approaching tho stage of planetary de- 
orepitude, . Sho still shows signs of intense 
vitality, not indeed, that all parts of her 
surface are moved at thia present time by 
what Humboldt called the " reaction of her 
interior.” In this respect, doubtless, 
changes slowly take place, the region of 
disturbance. at one time becoming, after 
many centuries, a region of rest-and -vice 
versd. “But regarding the earth as a whole, 
we find reason, for believing that she still 


has abundant life in her, The astrono- 


mer who should perceive, even with the aid 
of the most powerful telescops; the signs 
of any change in another planet (Mars for 


example, our nearest ‘rieighbanr among the. 


superior planets), the progress of the change 
being actually diggernible as he watched, 
would certainly conclude’ that that planct 
was moved by mighty internal forces.
